The suit asserts that five 
j conspirator planned to kill 


Kennedy at the Army- Air 
Force football game in Chi- 
cago Nov. 2, 1963. But when 
the President canceled his 
appearance because of a cold 
i at the last minute, the suit.- 
i continued, tlie assassination 
1 attempt was rescheduled for 
I Dallas three weeks later.. 

Tlie suit demands that the 
Warren Report be declared 
void.
